stands precisely thus: Every thinking 
man or woman must see that woman 
suffrage 
is 
inevitable. 
Revolutions 


never ^o backward. The enfranchise- 
ment of the negro let loose the flood- 
gates of suffrage, and they won't be 
closed any more. The question has 
passed out of the domain of ridicule. 
Washington Territory has it, the Senate 
has a select committee on woman suf- 
frage, and last Winter Senator Palmer, 
a very level-headed mun, as far from a 
crank as any I know, made the first set 
spteeh ou the subject ever inude in 
Congress. It has been well-known for 
a. long time that there would be no seri- 
ous opposition to a Sixteenth Amend- 
ment 
in 
Congress 
if 
only 
the 


women would ask for it, which they 
practically have 
not in. respectable 


numbers. In New York this year the 
question has come to the front on the 
State election. 
Four years from now it 


will come still more forward. 
Now the 


man who will take the lead on this ques- 
tion instead of following in its wake will 
have an immense constituency. 
Just 


see one of these women go into a factory 
and tell them that if they could vote 
they would have better wages and short- 
er hours of work, and their employers 
-would be a measure in their power. See 
the impression it makes. If suffrage 
•would benefit any women it would be 
the wage workers—and they are & nu- 
merous and aggressive class, anxious to 
benefit themselves. 
If Cleveland an- 


nounces himself as in favor of woman 
suffrage he would gain thousands among 
the laboring classes, to say nothing oi 
an army of feminine workers who would 
hail him us their apostle.

WASHINGTON, D. C. Oct. 19, 1885. J 


?o the Foremen ia the Respective Navy 


Yards: 
I have by order? heretofore issued ic- 


'estecl you with the responsibility of 
eeommemling for appointment your 
lUborclinate employes. This has en- 
abled you in each case to constitute your 
oree without limitation, except that of 
a veto power in the shape of the ap- 
proval ot your superior officers. 
It 


jut into practical effect a naval regula- 
lon wbiuh, as I undeistaud, had grown 
nlc general disnbe. Under this arrange- 
ment you oau properly be held rcspon- 
siblii for the character und efficiency of 
he force you respectively superintend. 
The reports received by me from the 
iiava) officers in the various yards lias 
j«en greatly increased binoo the late re- 
organization, and in general there la 
tatisfaction among your superior officers. 
Jomplamta, however, come to me from 
;ime to time of individual cases of fore- 
men, which makes it proper for me to 
state moro distinctly thnu I have here- 
ofore dune what the law and the de- 
partment both exact of you in esercisiug 
his powar. The law contemplates, I 
think, that no political consideration 
shall influence the hpluctioa of working- 
men in the navy yards. That it has 
>een disregarded in tho past can cou- 
stitute no justification for the future. 
[f the law was entirely hileut on this 
subject it would necessaiily be involved 
n any attempt to make the yards effect- 
ive. "The yurda should be placed where 
public work can be done economically 
md well, and unless) they are made so 
t is perfectly evident that they will nob 
>e intrusted with any large amount of 
public work. It is your duty to disre- 
^ d every consideration, except the effi- 
ciency of the men us workmen. I am 
quite aware that the clamor for places 
in the navy yard is BO great as toiovolve 


reat disappointment on th» part of 
;hose who cannot be given employment, 
and that yon will be subjected often to 
unjust criticism, from the 
effucts of 


which it i» my duty to protect you. 
That I will do. Bat I shall fiom time 
to time investigate the manner in which 
you conduct in this regard, and if in any 
jase I shall ascertain that men have 
been taken into the yard—men who are 
not competent workmen—for political 
reasons, I shall consider it sufficient 
grounds for the dismissal of any fore- 
man and shall dismiss him. I have 
heretofore in many oases applied to your 
superior officers for the purpose of as- 
certaining the truth of charges that men 
wore being employed because of their 
political relations and influence, and 
am happy to say that in almost all cases 
the reports have been of a satisfuctory 
character. But in the heat of a political 
canvass I fear that in one or two cases 
there may be ground for just complaint, 
and I shall institute sufficient investi- 
gation to satisfy myself personally and 
sometimes by formal communication 
with your superior officers, who have 
the veto power upon your appointments 
and can be held practically responsible 
for any maladministration of the kind 
referred to. I am unable to see how, 
under the oyatem as at present consti- 
tuted, the navy yards oan be made any 
other thaneffe-e iv» workshops, separated 
from politics. In requiring the approval 
of your superior officers to your selec- 
tion of men, a check upon yen is inter- 
posed for the purpose of making diffi- 
cult the growth of abuses of the charac- 
ter referred to herein. But I ask your 
special co-operation, and I desire you 
to understand that you havo no discre- 
tion whatever in this matter. I do not 
expect to investigate the politics of men 
employed, and I am quite aware that 
whatever you do will probably displease 
and disappoint. 
But your deviation 


from the correct rule will be seen in the 
employment of inferior men, in con- 
stituting an inefficient force, and in the 
subordination of the yard as a workshop 
to the interests of political friends. 
This can be readily detected by your 
superiors, and will result in your dis- 
missal in any snch case.

It is in summing up the money value 


of the enormous endowment to 
be 


created by almost a single stroke oi Sen- 
ator Stanford's pen that its importance 
can be best appreciated. The Palo Alto 
ranch is worth $1,200,00, the Gridley 
ranch §1,000,000 and the Vina racoa 
$2,500,000. 
The total value of ths 


lands is $5,300,000. But there is to be 
a money endowment, the exact amount 
of which is not yet determined. It can 
be confidently stated, however, that the 
whole foundation will equal $20,000,000. 


Senator Stanford has authorized the 


following statement or definition of his 
project: 


The buildings at Palo Alto will be con- 


structed on the general plan of the par- 
allelogram. The first will be for the 
male und female colleges, which are to 
be distinct institutions, yet with an in- 
terdependence. The plan of the build- 
ings will be sucli us to admit of expan- 
sions nud additions which from time to 
time the necessities of the institution 
may require. An important step iu the 
development of the plan will be the con- 
struction of buildings for parents and 
guardians ot' pupils imJ such other per- 
sons as Iho Trustees may designate, 
this in the hope that they may select 
Palo Alto as a temporary or permanent 
home, and that the rental from such 
buildings will constitute a very consid- 
erable p.vrt of the income of the institu- 
tion. If this hope should bo fulfilled, 
the establishment of preparatory schools 
•flill follow, so that facilities may be af- 
forded for the-education of children of n 
tender age. The project includes an 
agricultural 
department and special 


buildings for mechanical institutes, mu- 
seums and art galleries connected with 
the colleges. To crown the whole in- 
stitution there will be other structures 
which will be devoted to instructions in 
the science of government, in law, in 
medicine, painting, music, mechanics, 
and, in fact, in all the higher accom- 
plishments. This superior course will 
be free, and those leading up to it will 
be available at very moderate tuition 
fees. 
All the post-graduates of this uiid 


other universities and colleges will bo 
entitled to its advantages, as well as all 
other deserving persons. The founder 
had provided that the salaries ^ aid to 
the professors and teachers shall be lib- 
eral, in order to induce the leading in- 
structors of the world to soek positions 
in the faculty. 
The proximity of the institution to 


the great city of San Francisco and to 
the university at Berkeley and to the 
schools of the surrounding counties, 
with the increased and cheapened facili- 
ties for traveling, will make it easily ac- 
cessible. The time now occupied in 
reaching Palo Alto from the heart of the 
city is one hour; but when the line of 
the Southern Pacific road is laid, as it 
shortly will be, along tha bay shore, the 
time can be reduced to less than forty 
minutes. This will enable business men 
with their families ,to reside at Palo 
Alto and children residing in San Fran- 
cisco to attend the schools and still re- 
turn at night to their p.ireats. An op- 
portunity will be afforded to every 
woman who has a taste for music or 
painting, or any of the kindred arts, to 
receive»at Palo Alto without ^charge the 
benefits of the higher courses of study 
in those arts. No discrimination in the 
advantages which it affords is to be 
made between the sexes. 
In the opin- 


ion of its founders, if tiny such discrim- 
ination weie made, it should be in be- 
half of women, whose gentle and de- 
pendent natuies les-i fit them to advance 
or protect their own interests. 


The climate of Palo Alto is perfectly 


suited to such an institution. The sstes 
for the 
buildings will probably be 


marked out at once and the general 
architectural plans will be determined 
this Winter by Senator Stanford while 
in Washington. 
The buildings will nol 


be erected any faster than they ore act- 
ually demanded, the grantors recogniz- 
ing, as it appears frdm the grant, the 
fact that extensive and expensive build- 
ings alone do not constitute a University, 
but that it must depend for its success 
rather upou the capacity and attain- 
ments of its faculty. Institutions of the 
kind contemplated do not spring full- 
armed into life; they must be the growtt 
of years. The Universities of the Old 
World have each behind them a century 
or more of time, but they all sprang 
from small beginnings. 
The develop- 


ment of the present institution will be, 
of course, more rapid, because those 
who are nurturing its infancy may easily 
profit by the lessons of the past.
